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LEWIS AND FAIRLESS 
John L. Lewis and Benjamin /alrleu have 
good deal in common. Both roso from Jobs 
as manual laborer! to positions of affluence 
and great power. Both are Inttlllgent, ag- 
greulve, tough-mlndcd men who are pretty 
Aure of the rightneu of their decUlonii. Thi 
fact that they are on opposite sides of the 
fence often seems beside the point. 

Mr. Falrlcsji, as president of the United 
States Steel corporation, heads the biggest 
single producer of our basic Industrial com^ 
modlty. Recently he undertook to defend 
and Justify a rise In the price of seml-flnlahed 
steel products, even though the steel com- 
panies were making enormoiu profits aiid' 
the Increase would surely have a discouraging, 
effect on the general effort to lower prices. 

Mr.LewLi makes all the policy decisions for 
the 400,000 coal miners on whose efforts so 
much of our Industry and commerce depends. 
The other day ho came back from & Florida 
vacation, sun-tanned and loaded with Shake' 
spearean quotations, and bcgon throwing 
four-syllable words at the coal operators. His 
oratory boiled down to a chorge that the 
operators had backed out of an agreement 
lor a miner's pension plan. 

He didn't explain his pension plan, but he 
implied that he would get it for the miners— 
or else. And two days later thousands of 
miners suddenly discovered they were not 
"able and willing" to work, which is the neat 
right-to-strike provision thjit Mr. Lewis got 
, Into a contract that he negotiated after paS' 
sage of what he calls the "Tatt slave law." 

Now It may bo that Mr. Lewis' pension plan 
—he already has a pension fund of some $30.- 
000,000— is Just and reasonable. It may be 
■thot Mr. Falrless can make out a good ac- 
count-book cose for raising steel prices. But 
Is does seem that both these, men are for- 
getting that a great public responsibility 
soes along with their great power. , 

Whatever the reasons, the country and 
the free world cannot afford a long coal 
Jtrlko that would curtail. Industrial produc- 
tion and transportation. They cannot af- 
ford R rise in manufacturing cost which is 
. Imposed only for the purpose of piling more 
profits on top of profits already huge. ■ 

Ideally, the best way to carry on commerce 
under the American system Is with a mini- 
mum of government Interference. Freedom of 
competition and collective bargaining is one 
of the keys to this country's material grcot- 
ness. But that freedom can only be moln- 
talned when It Is accompanied by a broad 
•ense of public responsibility. 

We do not quarrel with the rights to raise 
prices or collect pensions or strike. But to- 
day the insistence on these special rights 
must be weighed against ■ other, broader 
rights and duties. 

Mr. Lewis and Mr. Fairless must not for- 
get that their country Is committed to _ 
bloodless war for the protection of freedom. 
They are in a position to determine largely 
whether that war ia to be won or lost. They 
must at least explain and Justify their private 
Intercsta which threoten defeat, or else ex- 
pect the government to curtail further their 
freedom of private action in the interest of 
the public good.

they do not tnui their knotileilge

works. So most ot the 
conr.ipondent's day is one long press 
conlerence with hla translator - 
secretary, or, In the case ofitlic 
•round-the-clock news agencies, wltli 
his secretaries. 

The United Press, tor Instance, 
receives 33 different Soviet nr»s- 
papcrs and magazines. Seven of 
ilicsc arc dally newspapers of four, 
and sometimes six, pages eacti. 

their dalljf wordaje runs 
somewhere around I25fi00. Boviet 
rspopcr headlines aren't the full 
Index that western readers are ac- 
customed to, and perusal ot every 
item Is necessary. The correspond- 
daily listen to a rapid- 
fire recitation amounting In length 
I a generous-slce novel. 
And that Is Just for Uie dally 
papers. Tlic other publications such 
tlie political Ncwa Times, the 
Communist party propaganda dl- 
lilon's Culture and Life, Uie weekly 
satire magatlne Crocodile, the ga- 
lelle ot the supreme Soviet presi- 
dium, Soclalbt Agriculture and 
Soviet Medicine, must be run 
through the same laborious assembly 
line. " 

The "business" day for a lorelan 
correspondent begins here about 
m. when the main papers are 
delivered at the tntourlst service 
bureau at tile newsmen's headquar- 
ters, the Hotel Metropolo. 

'Copy boys" (they are really girls 
and somc<lmc3 old women, and arc. 
called "courlcni") from each ol Uie 
offices line up at Uie service bur- 
to rush Uie aheels to the wall- 
ing correspondents. 
Tlie secretaries run a pracUced 
_;c over Uie papers beginning with 
liie gDvemmenl organ, IrvesUa, then 
the pariy paper. Pravda, and down 
llircuah the Iciser Moscow dallies.
